Be it enacted by Parliament in the Nineteenth Year of the 
Republic of India as follows:

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


Some of the rules nade under the All- India Services Act, 1951, 
empower the Central Government to make regulations in respect of 
certain maiters . Sub - section (2 ) of section 3 of the said Act pro 
vides only for the laying of rules before Parliament. Consequently , 
regulations made up to 1st July , 1967, were not laid before Parlia 
ment. 


As, however , the regulations form an integral part of the rules , 
it was felt that it would be appropriate to lay the regulations before 
Parliament in the same manner as the rules are laid . The Bill pro 
vides for the laying of regulations also before Parliament and , in 
addition , it seeks to validate the regulations (made prior to 1st July , 
1967) which have not been laid before Parliament. Incidentally , the 
Bill also provides for the laying of the rules and regulations before 
Parliament for a period of thirty days instead of fourteen days as at 
present.
